The proposition for the ni)pointinpiit 
of Lord Di.'FKKUiN" as Viceroy of liuliu 
appears to meet with fiivor aiiioiii^ a 
number of English jouruiil.s.

The "Westminster- Yale road is in a 
state of dilapidation bordering on ruin. 
In many ])Iaces ruts and undergrowth 
have renderetl it imj)as.sal)le. In others, 
bridges and corduroy have been carried 
ofl' by freshets and not replaced, and 
next year people will have discovered, 
what we told them four years ago 
would be the case, that the money ex- 
pended in its construction might as 
well have been thrown into Era.ser 
River. The construction bills, we be- 
lieve, footed up about .$300,000, and 
the road, through the stinginess of the 
existing Government, is worse than 
useless. A new road, ruiming through 
a country that is for a great part un- 
settled, requires constant attention. If 
the funds necessary to maintain it in 
a condition of rejiair are withheld — if 
plank by plank bridges are allowed to 
go away ; if ruts and holes are suffered 
to remain unfilled, in a .short time the 
whole work will tumble to destruction. 
To withhold monies that are absolutely 
neces.sary to keep public works in re])air 
is poor economy, for unless the stitch 
in time is given nine stitches will 
shortly be nece.ssf.ry.

Affairs in Montreal, in all branches 
of business, seem in a bad state. Two 
of the leading hotels, the St. Lawrence 
and the Ottawa, have been levied on 
and closed. Tliiire has been a heavy 
decline in Montreal Bank stock, and 
' ~gas stock,, aiid li most unsatisfactory 
feeling prevails. iSlonti-eal Bank stock 
touched 149 d ui'ing the week, but re- 
covered a little, reaching 152. The 
failure of W. Gunn A Co., lai-go grain 
dealens, caused a flutter amongst hold- 
ers of Montreal -Bank stoclc, but the 
Montreal Witness says: "It is not 
thought in wcll-ii)forined circles that 
the Bank will lose much by this fail- 
ure,' the only lo.ss being from deprecia- 
tion in current shipments in grain, 
which cannot be extraordinarily lieavy, 
and, besides, the Liverpool grain mar- 
. ket has developed considerable strength 
during the past t\yo days. But in ad- 
dition to thi.s, cables have been re- 
ceived from England by brokers here, 
instructing them to sell stocks, and, 
of course, quite a nuini)er of .-^hai-es of 
. . 'Bank; pf Montreal stock are being j)ut 
^ ■ on the market in con.sequence. The 
troubles in Britain, more particularly

Editor Colonist: — For nearly two 
years Mr. Gregory attempted to make 
a vacancy for himself as teacher, Af- 
ter previous failures h(^ qualified in 
July.

At the end of August ^Ir. Gregory 
made his appearance, professing to 
have been sent by iMr. Walkeiii. He 
so far influenced the treasurer and 
other persons as to ol>tain the key of 
the school. On the 1st of September 
he opened, and assisted hy Edgar, a 
trustee, took all the teacher's property 
out of his de.sk and i)ut it outside of 
the school. When the teacher, an 
elderly gentleman, attenqited to enter 
he was seized by the collar by Chap])le, 
another trustee, who was posted at the 
door. "When Ijy theinterfcrenceof others 
he had obtained an entrance and taken 
his place at the desk, it was rudely re- 
moved from before liim by Edgar and 
Cha])ple, who .seated themselves at it 
for the rest of the day; IMr. Gregory 
snatched the bell out "of the teaclier's 
hand. Subsequently ilr, Gregory 
locked himself in with the children to 
keep the teacher out. The conduct of 
the children under these circumstances 
has been admirable, showing a marked 
contrast to the uni-uly example before 
them, and the teacher has consequently 
encouraged their attendance at school. 
He has opened at schooL at' the upper 
end of the Island where his .services are 
.still more needed, the children there 
having hitherto received no iKuiclit 
from them. Once a week ho has 
visited his owji school and when 
occasion required corrected !Mr. Greg- 
ory's grammer and inattention and 
other faults as a teacher, which 
arc ordy less pardonable than the 
means he has used to place himself in 
his present position. 

The public, as well as the Education 
Department, will be able to judge how 
far the affairs of the Gabriola school 
can be settled by the self-elected trus- 
tee.s. Gabriola.

Tho Qaeon's Body-QuarA— Famotis 
the .World Over. 

[Corrcspondcneo Inter-Ocean.] 

There are few places, if any, in Eng- 
land .so chariningly picturesque and 
beautiful as is Windsor. The fact of 
its being one of the favorite residences 
of her Majesty Queen Victoria for sev- 
eral months of the year is a guarantee 
that there are points of interest about 
it to be found nowhere else. Tlie 
country for iniles around is richly 
wooiled — here and there opened up to 
n^veal green lielils, and crops in a fine 
state of cultivation, with substantial- 
looking farm-houses dotting the land- 
scape at intervals. The hawthorn hedg- 
es dividing the lands aro to bo seen 
lu>re in perfection, while the whole 
scene is of a character to make one 
wish 

Ti) live atid die In ncencs like tlicHc, 
With those we've left beliind \m. 

The town is antit^H te 1 and old fash- 
ioned in its buildings, and the streets 
are mostly narrow and moderately well 
paved. The business of the town seems 
to consist principally in supplying the 
wiiiits of residents and tourists, and in 
furnishing the several regiments quart- 
ered there with ale and tobacco. There 
are a great many inns, oi- public houses 
all of them known by their signs, 
as "The Black Bull," "Tho Cross 
Keys,'' "The Soldier's Rest," etc. 
Wiiid.sor Castle is tliti great attraction 
to tourists, and there arc a multitude 
of things to interest and instruct 
the traveler there. The castle is one 
of 

TUB FINEST IN BRITAIN, 
both as regards its architecture and the 

natural advantages of its situation. 
T'he various apartments of her Majesty 
are elegant in their furniture ami fitt- 
ings, and contain the choicest speci- 
mens of painting, statuary, bronzes, 
tapestry, awl works of art. Every- 
thing is "rich, but not gaudy." The 
ceilings of the green drawing-room, 
state ball room, audience chamber, and 
Waterloo Gallery are ninrvols of the 
painter's and decorator's art, and form 
([uite an interesting subject of study. 
Ill the Guard Chamber are several 
pieces of cannon, and around the walls 
several designs, made up of guns and 
swords and ancient coats of mail, which 
give to the ehiimber the appearance of 
an armory. All over the castle you 
find sentries marching backward and 
forward, protecting the projicrty from 
tho touch of tho generally intrusive 
and inquisitc hunter for things new and 
novel. Thi! grounds around the castlo 
are laid out with exquisite taste, and 
exhibit a skill in landscape and flower 
gardening which is proverbial with the 
English. The east terrace looking 
from the Queen's apartments is a scene 
never to be forgotten, and, though de- 
nied the privilege of treading the path- 
way

The eye will lind a gratification in 
the prospect, The view frpm the tower 
is commanding and extensive, embrac- 
ing roads, fields, parks, rich meadows 
and pasture lands, while in tho distance 
may be seen the great commercial rne- 
tro)iolis of the world. Adjacent to the 
castle is Queen Anne's walk, an aven- 
ue thickly wooded on each side with 
immense trees, and continuing for a 
di.stance of two and one-half iniles in a 
gradual ascent, at tho summit of which 
sfainds tho statue of the Bronze Horse. 
But a doscriptiou of Windsor would be 
incoinploto did it fail to give an ac- 
count of the horse guards blue, the 
Queen's body guard, and the crack regi- 
ment of the British army. . During sev- 
eral months of the year they are quar- 
tered in their fine barracks at a short 
distance from the town, and to their 
lot falls the honor of acting as house- 
hold guards to tho Queen and other 
members of tlio royal family upon all 
occasions where an* escort is desired. 
They arc justly looked upon with pride 
by tho people, as well a.*-! by all the re- 
giments ill the service, ancl are the ad- 
miration of travellers from all parts of 
the world. A liner body of men it 
would be difficult to find anywhere, and 
a comparison of them with the military 
of other nations stamps them as the 
Guest regiment in the world. Though 
they have seen but little of active ser- 
vice, and on this account may be con- 
sidered by many as a regiment more 
ornamental than u.seful, they have 
always been ready,' both, officers and 
men, to volunteer their services when 
wara or rumors of wars prevailed. 

THE OFFICERS 

Of this regiment are .almost entirely 
noblemen, or their sons. Among the 
present staflf are Lords Somerset, Kil- 
marnock, Carington (resigned), and the 
fatnous trtiveler. Captain Burnaby, who 
figured so pi pminently in the discussion 
during the recent Eastern troubles, as 
an authority upon the importance of 
Batouni as a naval port or harbor. TIpb 
full strength of tho regiment is 500 
men, and is divided into troops num- 
bered respectively, A, B, C, D, E, F, 
G. The standing height for admisfion 
to the regiment is five feet eleven 



iiiclie.s. Only smart and intelligent 
men, with good testimonials of charac- 
ter, not over twenty-live years of ago, 
unmarried, free from bodily ilisease and 
dsfect and measuring 35A inches round 
the .chest (undershirt) are eligible for 
admission. Under such rcquiremeiit.s, 
the mon composing tho Guards must bo 
persons of good physical development 
and chariieter. During a stay of sev- 
eral days in barracks amongst them, 
the writer found them intelligent ami 
well-informed, in character and beliav- 
iour far above tho ordinary British 
soldier, jiossessing that civil and gen- 
tlemanly deportment found only in 
polite society. Drunkenness and revel- 
ing aro said to be characteristic of the 
soldiers in all countries, but such things 
do not cvist, nor wouhl they bo toler- 
ated, in such a regiment as 

TUE UOVAL U0R8E QUARDS. 

The full-dress uniform consists of 
brass helmet with red jiluine, blue coat 
with narrow red cord binding, with 
steel breastplates, white gloves and 
belt.s, white leather bre'jches, top boots 
reaching above the knte, huge sword 
and small carbine, and all mounted up- 
on well harnessed jet black steeds, re- 
minding one of the description of the 
knights of old, who fought for chivalry 
and fame. Indeed they appear like tho 
representatives of an ago long since 
passed away. Tho barracks aro titted 
up in a coinfortahlo manner and are 
furnished with library, i"eading-room, 
and .schools for those who desire to 
improve their education. There is also 
a fine park for cricket and out door 
games, and a first-class gymnasium 
under the manageinont of a skilled gym- 
nast. 'J'lie rations provided are good, 
substantial and wholesome and it is the 
duty of one of the officers 'to inquire 
daily as to whether the victuals furnish- 
ed are satisfactory. Everything po.ssi- 
ble is done to make the men comfor- 
table, that is to .say^ so far as comfort 
can bo given to a man in barracks. The 
duties are comparatively light, consist- 
ing of stable duty in the morning, drill 
in the forenoon for an hour or two, and 
the usual time for sentry duty, which 
comes in regular order. But the polish- 
ing, burnishing, brushing and pipe-clay- 
ing of belts and gloves is no easy task, 
especially as everything undergoes a 
rigid inspection before going 

ON PARADE. 

And oven when passing out for a 
stroll, the man on duty, if everything 
is not just right, will call attention 
to the slighest dust on the coat, neglect 
in buttoning the jacket, or to tho cane 
which they carry, if it happens to lack 
the regimental crook or turn, refusing 
them leave to pass out until a regimen- 
tal cane is found. The order and ar- 
rangements of the :jtables are .splendid 
in every respect, and are models of 
neatness and cleanlines.s. Each horse 
has its regimental name, age and pedi- 
gree painted on a small card above its 
stall, but the soldiers call their horses 
by familiar names and take great 
pride in showing their intelligence and 
sagacity. One stalwart young fellow, 
23 years of age, with "a horse "^a year 
older than himself, took great deliglit 
in exhibiting the knowledge which his 
animal Jack possessed, questioning him 
as follows: "Jack, how do you feel?" 
The horse neighed and pranced. "Jack, 
put your head on my shoulder." Down 
came the head and rested on his 
shoulder. "Jack, give me a shake." 
Up came one of his forelegs. For 
such a performance ho received a kind- 
ly patting on his glossy nock and 
seemed to relish the kindness very 
much. The horses are taken out daily 
for a morning walk, all being inspected 
by the veterinary surgeon bt.'fore start- 
ing out. To visit

while a class of recruits is being 
drilled is a sight surpassing the best 
equestrian performance at Astley's. 
Now and then some poor fellow, when 
attempting to induce his horse to leap 
the five-barred gate, comes to the 
ground in a hurry, but he is soon up 
ill the saddle again, and finds that 
there is no such word as "fail" in the 
riding performances. Visitors are not 
generally allowed in this part of the 
biirracks. It is often said that sol- 
diers aro a class of men 'whose lives are 
rather misspent and useless; but if all 
the soldiers of the workl were of such 
a class as the' men comprising the 
Royal Horse Guards, tho stigma which 
attaches to military life would soon be 
buried too deep for resurrection.
